But while Linda is only eight 
years old, her body is beginning 
to degenerate. Sitting at her desk 
Linda looks as delightfully cha rm ­ 
ing a s any young lady in the 
school. 
But when .Linda 
walks 
across 
the 
room — 
it 
is 
like 
watching an old woman m ake her 
way across the floor. 
Why is Linda going to school? 
Because Linda — to herself— 
is like any other little girl. 
Unaware what fate lies in store 
for her — she attends school just 
like any other child. 


Whether Linda will

or a yea r no one knows.

Like everyone else in her family 
she sits at the table at meal tim e 
and 
eats

placed before her. 
.Just how the food got there—

consists of Ellen has never known 
before she started cla ss in Sep­ 
tember. 
Now—through constant training 
— Ellen 
is 
beginning 
to 
under­ 
stand. And the fun of sitting down 
to eat begins early in the day, 
twice (‘ach week in class. 
Because Ellen, with the help of 
her teacher and the teachers aide 
helps prepare the m eal, cook it 
and learns where the food first 
cam e from.

But there is one big difference 
now that she is going to school 
other classm a tes. 
Although they 
too a re physic ally handicapped in 
varying 
degrees, 
she 
can 
see 
them sitting near her, hear their 
voices, and enjoy looking at pie 
tore books along with them. But 
most of all — Alice is attending 
school like* other children. For the 
first time in her life she knows 
the feeling of belonging.

School Opens Up Whole New World For Handicapped

Six months isn’t a very Ioiir 
time to acquire an education. 
Hardly enough to qualify for a 
sheepskin. 
But anyone who visits the new 
Joseph S. Hart Elementary School 
of the Centennial School District 
in Warminster couldn’t help want­ 
ing to give diplomas to the 21 
children who attend two classes 
run by the county at the school. 
And for good reason. 
Take the case of Joey Matlick 
Although 17 years old. J<x*y has 
to he foci, dressed and toileted 
by his parents because he has 
never known how to use his hands 
due to congenital brain damage. 
Turn Page 
Since attending the class for 
trainable children at the Hart 
school. Joey has learned to button 
his coat, hold a picture book and 
turn the pages 
To some this may seem like a 
small achievement for a 17-year 
old 
But to Joey—it is the dis­ 
covery of a whole new world full 
of things which can be done. 
Ellen Brady is IO years old. 


Like everyone else in her family 
she sits at the table at meal time 
and 
eats 
whatever foods 
are 
placed before her. 
Just how the food got there— 
or how it is made—or what it 
consists of Ellen has never known 
before she started class in Sep­ 
tember. 
Now—through constant training 
- Ellen is beginning to under­ 
stand. And the fun of sitting down 
to eat begins early in the day, 
twice each week in class. 
Because Ellen, with the help of 
her teacher and the teachers aide 
helps prepare the meal, cook it 
and learns where the food first 
came from. 
Even a simple thing like an egg 
has become an exciting experi­ 
ence as she learns about the 
chicken the egg came from, the 
shell of the egg to protect its 
delicate insides, how it looks when 
it is raw, how it becomes when 
it is cooked — and most of all — 
how wonderful it tastes when 
you've prepared it yourself. 
Physically Handicapped 
Further along the school hall is 
the class for physically handi­ 
capped children. 


One of the pupils 
is 
Alice 
Winters. Alice, who is 18 years 
old but looks 12. is of normal 
intelligence but because of a cere­ 
bral palsy condition has spent her 
life lying on a cot unable to walk, 
talk, use hor hands or move more 
than her head. 
Even in class Alice lies on a 
cot, 
unable to do the 
things 
normally healthy children can do. 
But there is one big difference 
now that she is going to school- 
other classmates. Although they 
too arc physically handicapped in 
varying degrees, she can see 
them sitting near her, hear their 
voices, and enjoy looking at pit* 
ture books along with them But 
most of all — Alice is attending 
school like other children. For the 
first time in her life she knows 
the feeling of belonging. 
Learning To Read 
Although 
unable to use hor 
hands, her legs or talk, Alice is 
learning to read. That wonderful 
world of words which can take 
her to far off lands perhaps never 
to be seen — but to enjoy as the 
pages are turned. 
Whether their names are really 
Joey Matlick, 
Ellen Brady or 


Alice Winters doesn’t matter Call 
them by whatever name you wish 
—they are all lovable, sensitive 
children, born with more than 
two .strikes against them. 
And like them, there are 18 
more who attend the two classes 
set up by the county to give each 
a chance for an education. 
it came about six months ago 
when the Centennial School Dis­ 
trict decided that, however few 
the number of trainable or handi­ 
capped children in the district, 
each was entitled to the same 
educational advantages that their 
normal brothers and sisters enjoy. 
Swift Action 
Suggester! by Donald Vaughn, 
director of special education in 
the district, the Centennial School 
Board acted swiftly in approving 
a plan to set up a class for each 
group. 
Taking first things first, the 
board approached the county with 
its plan but determined to see it 
through, one way or the other, 
even if the county turm*d it down. 
Board members said, "if the 
county won’t provide classes for 
these children, we'll do it our­ 
selves—even if there are only 


three—or four—or five such chil­ 
dren in our area." 
But the county did agree and 
plans were rushed through to ar­ 
range for space to facilitate the 
classes at the new Hart school 
when it opened last September. 
The class for trainable children, 
underdeveloped because of brain 
damage, started with five chil­ 
dren. Now the class has grown 
to 14 with the children coming 
from Southampton, 
Warminster 
and Ivyland. 
Seven In Class 
The other class, for physically 
handicapped 
children, 
started 
with four, now has seven. 
Taking on the enormous task of 
teaching the trainable children to 
read, write, cook, sew, dress and 
the hundreds of other functions 
which come naturally to normal 
children, is teacher Mrs. Martha 
Flaherty and her aide, Mrs. Vio­ 
let Wolf. 
Devoted to educating the phy­ 
sically handicapped children 
is 
leacher Mrs. David Calhoun and 
her aide, Miss Mary Lou Long. 
Only the parents of the chil­ 
dren who attend each of the two 


classes know how difficult a job 
these four women have, spending 
six hours each day with children 
aged six to 18 years who must 
be shown over and over again 
what to a normal child would he 
a simple act. 
Most of the physically handi­ 
capped children are victims of 
cerebral palsy; some are unable 
to 
walk 
without 
braces 
and 
crutches, others, who may have 
the use of their legs are unable 
to use their hands; still others 
have speech problems. 
No two children are afflicted 
alike since most cerebral palsy 
victims have multiple handicaps. 
One child has a walking prob­ 
lem and a speech problem; an­ 
other has a speech 
and 
hand 
problem; 
still 
another 
has 
a 
spinal and 
sight 
problem 
and 
each child must be taught dif­ 
ferently since their physical ca­ 
pacities vary. 
Among the pupils is L i n d a 
Koehler, now eight years old and 
not expected to reach nine. 
Linda is a pretty girl, of nor­ 
mal height and size, with normal 
limbs, and quite intelligent.

The film is one of 19 which 
the IRS circulated for the pur­ 
pose of helping taxpayers with 
their income tax forms. 


This one was intended to em­ 
phasize the crackdown on expense 
account deductions under legis­

congress

1962 and implemented by the IRS 
this year. 
The controversial film depicts 
a businessman in a night club 
with a blonde on his lap.

In Morrisville 
Council Rescinds 
Water Tax Increase

Morrisville Borough Council last 
night voted to rescind a previously 
enacted law which would have 
increased w ater rates. 
Councilman Joseph Catania mo­ 
tioned that the amendment, Sec­ 
tion 30-1 of the w ater ordinance, 
be referred back to the water 
committee for further study. 
Council then instructed Borough 
Solicitor John Fedorko to redraft 
the law eliminating the contro­ 
versial passages and have author­ 
ised officials sign it. 
The action stops payment by 
borough taxpayers of water bills 
imder the new law’ with the April 
I billing. Instead, the bills will be 
sent out using the old water rates. 
The new law. which had been 
enacted last November, took effect 
Jan. I but no bills had been sent 
out 
yet. 
The 
borough 
bills 
quarterly. 
Special Meeting 
Council President Michael Dem- 
ech called the special meeting to 
give the taxpayers an opportunity 
tp air their complaints about the 
new w ater tax. 
The complaints against the new 
law’ were made chiefly by small 
apartm ent 
building 
owners. 
In 
drawing up the new law', the 
borough fathers had built a scale 
structure which caused a drastic 
increase in w ater taxes for this 
single .group. 
John Fedorko, borough solicitor, 
calculated that an average apart­ 
ment of five units paid $13.90 
quarterly in w ater taxes under the 
old system and $21.25 with the 
new. 
Under the new law’, taxpayers 
would have been billed quarterly 
at $3.75 for the first 4.000 gallons. 
A sliding scale was applied from 
4.000 gallons and up. 
Cites Examples 
For example, the person who 
used the 4.000 plus 6,000 more, 
would be billed the original $3.75, 
plus $.50 per thousand for the 
6.000 extra. At the top of the 
scale, the user would be charged 
$3.75 
quarterly, 
plus 
$.25 
per 
thousand for over 300,000 gallons 
of water used.

Charges Apts. 
Get Free Ride 


“The big apartment owners 
in Morrisville have been get­ 
ting a free ride for a long time 
so far as paying water bills 
is concerned.” 
That’s the charge made by 
a 
Morrisville 
official 
last 
night, following B o r o u g h 
Council’s decision to rescind 
the new water tax law which 
had revised the system. 
The official, who asked not 
to be identified, charged that 
under the present water tax 
system. 
“These 
apartment 
owners can use all the water 
they want, after the mini­ 
mum 4,000 gallons, and they 
get the over-load at a ridicu­ 
lously low rate.” 
“Isn’t it a little bit more 
fair to treat each apartment 
as a qnit itself, rather than 
have 
a 
whole 
apartment 
building 
paying 
only 
one 
single fee, just as any home­ 
owner. 
“Each apartment uses just 
as much water as a home­ 
owner.” he declared. “The 
borough will lose a lot of 
money because these apart­ 
ment buildings won’t have to 
pay any more now.”

Both Long and Adams defend­ 
ed the new water ordinance, al­ 
though they admitted the sliding 
structure of the rate table hit the 
small apartm ent owners rather 
hard.

more units, thus giving the small 
apartm ent owners a break. 
“The insurance companies, who 
finance those big apartm ents,” 
he said, “won’t even touch a situ­ 
ation where a man wants to build 
less than 21 units.” Thus, he felt 
the 21 figure should be m ade ap­ 
plicable to the water law. 
Adams 
declared 
that 
"W hat 
may happen is, the individual 
homeowner may actually have to 
subsidize the apartm ents because 
it could cause an increase in sew- 
ge rates.” He said the borough 
needed more income to operate. 
Catania 
later answered 
him, 
saying it was not Borough coun­ 
cil’s business to worry about sew­ 
age rates, that the authority had 
this responsibility. 
Paying Through Nose 
Demech observed that "w e’re 
paying through our nose for our 
sewage rates,” but said it couldn’t 
be helped because a new sewer 
system was recently installed. 
Catania m ade the motion about 
rescinding the water ordinance at 
the beginning of the 9 p.m. m eet­ 
ing. But Demech declared it out 
of order, since the special meeting 
had been called especially to give 
the taxpayers a chance to voice 
their feelings about it. At that 
time, they hadn't had the chance 
yet. 
Thus, the discussion cam e after 
the motion was nullified. When
